The namber of per- 
sons in the crowd outside the jail was 
estimated to reach 100,000. The 
throng is said to have been even 
greater than any of those which col- 
lected when executions were public.

A Destructive — in Wissourt 
Several Persons Killed and 
Much Property Destroyed, 
Kansas Crry, May 14. 
A destructive cyclone swept across 
the southern part of the city soon after 
5 o’clock last evening, unroofing or 


1 demolishing buildings for a distance of 


two miles the track of the storm rang- 
ing frum half a block to two blocks in’ 
width. A number of persons were 
injured, some fatally, but the loss of 
life is probably not so great as might 


2 be ec ed in view of the extent of the 


destruction of property. Nothing defi- 
nite can be given yet, but the toss of 
prope.ty is estimated in the hundreds 
of thousands. 

The storm made its appearance 
from the direction of Wyandotte in 
the shape of three large, derk funnel- 
‘sbaped clouds rapidly succeeding one 
another. The first two did Hittle dam- 
age. The last cloud passed across the 
city at the stock-yards, unroofiing the 
exchange building and damaging and 
destroying a number of other build 
ings. It then struck a bluff on the 
western line of the city and moved 
south until it reached Main street, 
from whence it veered to the north 
limits of the city, at which point its 
force seems to have been spent. At 
11:30 last night there were three deaths 
reported and a great many injured, 
but only a few dangerously. The loss 
of property is roughly estimated at 
$300,000. Many houses of well-to do 
citizens, and cottages and sbanties in- 
numerable, are torn to pieces. The 
miraculous deliveries and escapes are 
beyond number. The English Lu- 
theran brick church was completely 
wrecked. Only fifteen minutes before 
the storm struck a large Sunday- 
school had been dismissed. The

Among the 
white men was Joseph Brazee, a con- 
firmed opium-smoker who contracted 
the habit in San Francesco 10 years 
ago when a mere boy, and claims that 
he was the first white man to indulge 
in the habit now here, He says the 
vice is rapidly increasing both in New 
York and Chicago, and dens are being 
constantly opened. He asserts that 
the stories about Chinamen taking ad- 
vantage of the unconscious condition 
of women who visit the dens have 
little foundation in fact, and that 
opium-smokers do not become un- 
conscious. He asserts that most fe- 
male patrons of these places are women 
of loose character, but that a consider- 
able number are otberwise respectable 
women who have acquired the habit, 
and that they are safe from personal 
assault by Chinamen while enjoying 
the pipe in their haunts.

A Tucson special says Gen. Garcia's 
engagement with the Indians in So- 
nora has demonstrated that the band 
of Apaches is much larger than here- 
tofore supposed. The general idea has 
been that they numbered about 75. 
Gen. Garcia estimates those on the 
west side of Sierra Madre mountains 
at 150 or 200, and those on the eas! 
side will probably bring the number 
up to 300. The country is most abrupt 
and difficult of »ecess, and those who 
remember the Modoc war in the lava 
beds will appreciate the difficult work 
before Gen. Crook. The Indians can- 
not be starved out, because the moun- 
tains furnish plenty of game. It is 
believed, in view of the fact that this 
precepitous country is equal in extent 
to the State of Ohio, that it will require 
at least six months to subdue the 
Apaches.

An. @pporterity Fer Whisky 
Drinkers to Make a Calcula- 
tion. 

A man who claims to have in- 


vestigated and kvows what he is 
talking about tells the Modoc Jnde- 
pendent that during the month of 


April the sales of liquor in the four 
saloons in Alturas amounted to 
$3,000. An Alturas merchant says 
that taking the sales of his house 
as an average, the entire sales of 
merchaudise ainounted to probably 
$6,000 for the same month. There 
are four geveral merchandise aud 
rocery stores in the town, snd two 
out of the four keep liquor to sell, 
and it is quite reasonable to sup- 
that of the sales made, at least 
1,000 went for liquor.
